Madrid, O&ober 10. | 
Y feveral we have receiv'd the 
following News from the Army. The 
4th of this Month, the Enemies Army 
advanc’d towards a Place call’d Cari- 
dad', near Ciudad Rodrigo, with de- 
fign to pafs the River (Agueda). They were drawn 
up in Battallia by 10 a Clock in the Morn- 
ing, and abour 3 in the Afternoon they poffefs’d 
themfelves of the Neighbouring Rifing Grounds , 
while 5 Squadrons of Horfe advanc’d directly to- 
wards Ciudad Rodrigo. Part of their Infantry re- 
main’d pofted on a Pil a League diftant from the 
Town. The Duke of Berwick, having caus’d Stoc- 
cadoes and other Works to be made to fecure all the 
Places where the’ River was fordable, order’d 14 
Squadrons to advance to draw the Enemies to a Bat- 
tle ; but they would not engage, nor fo much as 
Skirmifh. The following Night no Motion was made 
by either Army towards Caridad. The Enemy lay 
ftill the 5th, fome of them facing the Town, the reft 
encamp’d in their’other Pofts ; and the King of Por- 
tugal’s Tent, which is a very magnificent one, was 
itch’d on a Rifing Ground in fight of our Troops. 
Fhe Duke of Berwick view’d the Intrenchments 
which he had caus’dto be made to defend the Fords, 
afid’order’d new’ ones to be added and a Batredy to 
be'rais’d fronting the Avenues. The 6th the Enemies 
extended their Right Wing, and by fo doing advant’d 
nearer to the King’s Army. The fame Evening a de- 
tach’d Party met one‘of the Enemies Parties com- 
manded by Don Jofeph Duran, which was defeated 
and the {aid commanding Officer kill’d upon the 
Place. Sévéral Papers, and Letters of the Amirante 
of Caftile’s, were found about him. The 7th abour 
$ in the Morning, the Enemies Drums beat a General 
March, and the Army having ftruck their Tents, they 
march’d in 8 Columns, as if they defign’d to attack 
the Caftilians. But they only pofted fome Bodies of 
-Horfe and Foot on Rifing Grounds near the Fords, 
The Duke of Berwick caas’d a Battery of 4 Guns to 
fire upon them, which did good Execution, as was 
judg’d y the Diforder it put their Troops inwo. They 


‘rais'd a Battery of 2 Pieces of Cannon againft ours of 


4, but did no great Execution, and other Batteries . 


playing upon them with Succefs, ruin’d their Bat- 
tery; fo thatthey quickly retir’d, and their Foot 
made to thofe Parts of the Hills that were out of the 
Reach of our Cannon. Their Horfe advanc'd into 
the Plain and Skirmifh’d with ours, but would not 
venture an Engagement. A Party of ours of 100 
Horfe, on rother fide of theRiver met 5 Squadrons of 
Englith Dragoons, that cover'd the March of the Ene- 
mies Army, and who retir’d with Precipitation. The

Thofe De- 
puties were fent back with this Anfwer, from the Ge- 
neral, That he had exprefs Orders to act, and that a 
Reinforcement of Troops had been fent to him for 
that purpofe, The faid General receiv’ a Letter 
much about the fame time from the Electrefs of Ba- 
varia to the fame Effect, and to defire a Pafport for a 
Courier that fhe inrercled to fend to the Head-Qnar- 
ters of the Imperialifts before Landau: To which the 
General return’d Anfwer, That he muft execute. the 
Orders he had receiy'd, butithat be would not refuge 
the Pafport.

Strasburg, OGtober 15. The Marthal de Villeroy 
being abou: to leave the Army and go to the Court, 
the Marfhal de Marfin went from hence the 9th, tho’ 
the Wound he receiv’d in his Leg be not quite cur’d, 
to take upon him the Command of the Army. The 
Marfhal de Villeroy thew’d him the Lines which he 
had caus’d to be made along the Moter,from Druferf® 
heim to Haguenau, 1oth they view'd the Lines 
thatare making from Haguenau to the Mountains,and — 
the 11th, the Marfha! de Villeroy with the Duke his 
Son left the Army, being followed the next Day by 
the Marquis de Courtebonne Lieutenant General. 
Parties detach’d from the Army take much Booty 
from the Enemy and many Horfes ; the Enemy’s 
Cavalry is in a bad Condition, not only by reafon of 
the Mortality that is among their Horfes, bur becaufe 
their Forragers are forc'd to go 10 or 12 Leagues for 
Forrage. As for the Siege of Landau, among other 
Particulars we hear, thar the firft of this Month they 
began to batter the Place with 35 Pieces of heavy 
Cannon, which at firft made a very great Fire ; bur 
the Befieged Having difmounted feveral of thofe 
Pieces of Cannon, the Fire grew le(s, till the 8th, 
whena new Battery of 20 Twentyfour Pounders 
began to play. We are informed the Befiegers want 
Ammunition, which is brought to them from Hidel- 
berg, and even from Frankfort, They have likewife 
wanted Bread feveral Days, fo that they have been 
oblig’d to diftribute Meal to the Soldiers, who are 
very much fatigu’d with fo long a Siege. We learn 
by intercepted Letters, that fome of the Enemies Ge- 
nerals complain the Siege goes on too flowly, and 


that the King of the Romans has defir’d a Reinforce- 


ment of Foot of the Duke of Morlborough : But the. 
Duke return’d Anfwer, that his Infantry had made 
too long Marches to be expos’d to New Fatigues ; 
thar he had promis’d only to cover the Siege, anf? 
that he did not doubt bur the Prince of Baden who 


‘had undertaken it, had taken neceflary Meafures to 


compafs his Defign.
